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GERMAN OFFENSIVE 
ABOUT TO BEGIN:

German offensive on the west front 
is about to begin, according to. ad- 
vices via Switzerland reaching Italian 
officials here this afternoon, These 
reports say the central powers have 
completed all of their military ar- 
rangements. It is assumed they wil) 
undertake a movement initiated on 
at least half a dozen lines from the 
North Sea to the Swiss frontier, and 
that they will also initiate a new 
military movement in Italy. 


Officials here declare that they be- 
lieve that the entente front will hold 
every point. It is said that the 
morale of the armies along the en- 
tire western front is now extremely 
high and that they will welcome any 

“attack that may come from the Cen- 
tral Powers. 

It is understood today that the 
Austrians have moved many units, 
especially artillery, to strategic points 
behind the German lines at points 
‘where they are now confronting the 
Americans, French and British and 
that these forces of the dual empire 
will see, action in the west for the 
first time very soon. 


HUNS RAID LONDON 
AND KILL ELEVEN 


LONDON, March 8.—Seven or 
eight German airplanes made a raid 
over England last night. 

Eleven persons were killed and 4¢ 
were injured, according to the latest 
police reports, says an official an- 
nouncement today. It ‘is feared that 
six additional bodies are in the ruins 
of the houses wrecked. One of the 
airplanes reached London and 
dropped bombs in the northwest and 
southwest districts of the city. An- 
other raider dropped bombs in. the 
northern district of London, demol- 
ishing several houses. 


MORATORIUM CREATED 
FOR FIGHTING MEN 


‘WASHINGTON, March 8.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today signed the sol- 
diers’ and sailors’ civil rights bill, 
practically creating a moratorium for 
men in the military service. 

Under the provisions of the bill 
fighting men and their dependents 
are protected against eviction for 
non-payment of rent, loss of life in- 
surance through delayed premiums, 
the execution of mortgages against 


their property, loss of their homes on!

which part payment’ has ‘been made, { 
loss of property through non-payment 
of taxes, or loss of a homestead 
through absence or non-~ ig des of 
fees. 

Alj.\this protection is given on the 
condition that a man’s normal ability 
to meet his obligations has been “ma- 
terially affected” by his military ser- 
vice. The measure has been before 
congress almost since the first of the 
war. Diffculties of drafting it and 
the protests. of . certain insurance, 
building companies, loan companies 
and similar interests delayed its pas- 
sage.

Naturally a daily paper has to leave 
many news matters up to its staff of re- 
porters, and owing to youth and inexperi- 
ence what they don’t know sometimes 
would make a very large encyclopedia. 
This is lamentable but unavoidable. In 
leaving at midnight a while back we 
handed a reporter a memorandum about 
this fish situation, telling him to write it 
up, and incidentally to hand the, Paladini 
fish trust what was coming to it. This he 
did, fairly well for a youth, but by some 
process of reasonirig of his own got his 
wires crossed and included Colonel Wein- 
stock in with those responsible for the la- 
mentable_conditions..To this the Colonel 
quite naturally objects.
